MARIETTA, July 25 — Army 
uniforms were made in such an 
“ infamous manner” that Serg­ 
eant Buell had to remake them 
for his 95 men.

BUELL STARTED his diary 
at Hartford, Conn., where he 
met his company. He marched 
them to West 
Point, 
then 
on 
through rough Winter weather to 
Fort McIntosh, near Pittsburgh. 
They went down the Ohio in the 
Spring, landing at Fort Harmar 
on May 8, 1786. 
While at Harmar, the sergeant 
was challenged to a duel. He 
settled the matter “to my satis­ 
faction” with his fists, in spite 
of the interference of his oppon­ 
ent’s officer, who protested that 
gentlemen didn’t fight that w'av. 
On April 7, 1788, he records 
the founding of Marietta: “Gen’l 
Putnam arrived here at this 
place with 50 men, who came to 
settle on the other side Mus­ 
kingum. The most of them were 
artificiers. They 
began w» i t h 
great spirit and there is great 
prospect of its being a flourish­ 
ing place in a short time.” 
Later he records that the 
troops had to persuade the set­ 
tlers not to ambush the Indi­ 
ans, who were friendly at this 
time. 
On May Day, which he notes 
was used as an excuse for cele­ 
bration by the troops, he declin­ 
ed to attend a picnic because 
“camp women” would provide 
the entertainment. 
On July 9 he writes: “Gov. St. 
Clair 
(first 
governor 
of

Northwest Territory) arrived at 
this garrison. On his landing was 
saluted with the discharge of 13 
rounds from the field piece.” 
In October, 1788, Buell started 
back to Connecticut, arriving at 
his home town of Killingworth 
on Thanksgiving Day. The re­ 
mainder of the journal records 
his marriage and return to the 
frontier in 1789, where the diary 
ends. 
Buell’s later life was as color­ 
ful as his early years. He and a 
friend .started a tavern in Mari­ 
etta, then he became successful 
in real estate. As a major gen­ 
eral in the state militia, he head­ 
ed the local company which took 
over a flotilla of boats built for 
Aaron Burr’s con s p i r a c y on 
nearby 
Blennerhassett 
Island. 
He served in the state legisla­ 
ture, as common pleas judge, 
and as a trustee of Ohio univer­ 
sity. 
He died in 1912, at the age of 
49, leaving a family of eight chil­ 
dren and an estate valued at 
$22,000.

We should carefully draw the 
line between what we want the J 
child (especially the child under 
4 or 5) to do and what we want 
him not to do. I emphasize the 
simple principle: Make pleasant 
the many things you want him 
to do and painful only the few 
iJiings you want him never to do. 
* 
Therefore, limit commands 
in these very early years to a 
few negative ones. Don't make 
positive 
commands 
t h e n ; 
make positive suggestions and 
requests instead. 
When you make a command 
well you imply that if it is not 
promptly obeyed by the child he 
will 
immediately 
(if possible) 
get some kind of pain or discom­ 
f o r t. Tell the youngster, three, 
* ’ho has deliberately thrown a 
block against the window, not to 
do it again, lf he does, immedi­ 
ate physical pain, as by spank­ 
ing on his bare thigh or bare 
hand, might with only one ap­ 
plication keep him from repeat­ 
ing this forbidden act. But 
if, 
instead, you commanded him to 
pick up the block, no amount of 
spanking might 
cause 
him 
to 
I^ Why lace such an 
impasse? 
Why command him at all to pick 
up the block? Why not request 
him to pick it up? If he chooses 
not to pick it up in spite of your 
most persuasive manner, don't 
shift to a command and tell him 
he must. 
• 
• 
• 
PICK IT CP YOURSELF 
or 
let it go, and hope that he will 
he more ready to accede next 
W,ne; and he will, because you 
have 
not 
made 
his 
acceding 
painful. You have left the way 
open for his better cooperation 
next time. 
I have pointed out also that an 
older child, say over six, might 
easily learn 
to obey a positive 
command, as he has had enough 
experience to see that it would 
be to his 
advantage 
to obey, 
aunce in doing so he might es­ 
c a p e sure discomfort or p a i n. 
His having to sit in a chair for 
thirty minutes on refusing to 
tidy up the corner where he was 
playing, when told to do so, 
might easily render him 
more 
ready to obey another positive 
command later. 
Yes, the older child, espe­ 
cially lf he be under twelve or 
thirteen, may be required ef­ 
fectively to obey 
a 
positive 
C om m and, or conform to some 
regular requirements, if de-

and adequate punish­ 
ment faces him and there is no 
arguing or jawing. 
Indeed, decisive penalties con­ 
sistently employed m ay not only 
help educate him in obedience 
but also may prevent stubborn­ 
ness in him. 
The same self-control and de­ 
cisiveness of his parents in such 
situations are likely to succeed 
when 
they 
announce 
denials. 
They don’t waver and 
wobble. 
As you know, one source of stub­ 
bornness in the child at any age 
is failure of the parents to make 
their word good. 
Even though this older child 
may properly be given a 
few- 
necessary 
positive 
commands. 
as well as a few negative ones, 
all commands can and 
should 
grow fewer as he grows older. 
Barring some regular jobs or re­ 
quirements which may be an­ 
nounced only once, to be carried 
out oyer an appreciable period 
of time, positive commands to a 
child eight, ten or older should 
be very rare.
